Thc.e figure* 
mean that one-half of all the egg* 
incubated fail to hatch and nearly 
one-half of all the chick* hatched die 
before reaching market »ixe or ma- 
turity .the ipecialiat* aay. 

The main cau*e» which they outline 
for their low during incubation and 
the nr»t few week* of br.wding en- 
due to the management of the poul- 
try us*d aa breeder*, the care of 
eg»g previous to and during incuba- 
tion, and the operation of the incu- 
bator. The co*t of Kentucky chicki
